U.S. mooting military backup 
for Middle East settlement

At the same time, the U.S. would 
be in a better position to prevent the 
outbreak of war under a treaty 
obligation with bases in the area 
than it is now, the "Times" colum- 
nist said. 

“Neither the Arab states nor 
Israel would be likely to start a war 
against the terms of the treaty and in 
opposition to the U.8. with air and 
naval bases in the area backing up 
the Sixth Fleet.” 

Also, such a military presence 
would discourage any military 
‘adventures further afield. 

Israel, Egypt, Jordan and Saudi 
Arabia have in common opposition 
tothe spread of communist influence 
and power in the Middle East and in 
Ethiopia and the Sudan, Reaton said.

Ceausescu warns 
of increase 

in anti-Semitism 
BUCHAREST (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Nicolae Ceausescu of Rumania 
said in an interview published here 
yesterday that Israel's tough stand 


in Middle East peace moves could 
unleash a wave of anti-Semitism. 


Ceausescu, the only Soviet Bloc 
leader who maintains ties with 
Israel, said a new Middle East crisis 
resulting from Israel's refusal to 
make concessions to the Arabs could 
cause worldwide resentment. 


“There is a danger that Israel's in- 
flexible stand could cause negative 
reactions internationally, which can 
generate anti-Semitism,” the Ruma- 
nian leader said. 


“A worsening of the Middle East 
situation and a new recourse by the 
Arab countries to oil as a weapon 
would cause very negative reactions 
towards Israel,” he added in the in- 
terview to a correspondent of the 
American ‘'Boston Herald'' 
newspaper, carried by the official 
Agerpres news agency yesterday.

The United Nations Interim 
Ferce in Lebanon is having dif- 
ficulty recruiting troops to beef 
up its projected 4,000-man army 
— thus decreasing the prospects 
of an early total Israeli 
withdrawal trem that area. But 
the UNIFIL problem will not 
affect Israel’s two-stage partial 
pullback due to begin tomorrow. 


The Israeli forces, which 
Swept southern Lebanon in an 
anti-Fatah operation three 
weeks ago, are scheduled to 
withdraw two kilometres along 
the Litani River ceasefire line in 
the first stage. Three days later 
they will pull back five to six 
kilometres in the central] sector 
which includes the major towns 
of Tibnin and Bint Jheil. 

Areas evacuated by Israel will be 
Policed by UNIFIL whose French. 
Swedish, Norwegian and Iranian 
troops will be joined by Nepalese as 
well as Lebanese government 
security personnel. The UN troops 
were reported yesterday to be far 
from “settled along the cease-fire 
line especially In southeast Lebanon, 
which lacks the natural frontier of 
the Litani River. The area south of 
the Litani has been dcelared by Israel 
as off-limits for the PLO. 

Governments which have con- 
tributed troops to UNIFIL have been 
demonstrating concern over the 
tough task of restoring Lebanese 
sovereignty in South Lebanon. In an 
apparent reflection of such concern. 
the Swedish chief of staff, Gen. Stig 
Synnergren, arrived in Israel yester- 
day for a three-day visit with his 
country’s troops which were lent to 
UNIFIL from contingents serving in 
Sinai. Iranian troops were 
transferred from the Golan. 

Premier Menahem Begin has 
written UN Secretary-Genera] Kurt 
Waldheim, in reply to the latter's 
appeal for a speedy pullback from 
South Lebanon, that Israel's exit 
trom the region would take place in 
accordance with the progress of 
UNIFIL's deployment. Total 
withdrawal, he said, would depend 
on the completion of arrangements 
on the ground to prevent terrorists 
from operating there. 

The cabinet yesterday heard 
reports from Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman and Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf 
Mordechai Gur on Southern 
Lebanon. The cabinet sat as the 
Ministerial Defence Committee — 
which prevented publication of sen- 
sitive details. 

Weizmen and Gur were un- 
derstood to have mapped the various 
stages of the IDF withdrawal — first 
the partial pullbacks, ther the total 


withdrawal: which woula become - 


possible when UNIFIL js brought up 
to the strength required to control 
the whole area. 

The two men also reviewed efforts

to return to their homes, and the 


projects for their rehousing and 
rehabilitation. : 

According to cabinet secretary 
Arye Naor, Weizman also reported 
on his weekend meeting with U.8. 
Ambassador Samuel Lewis, but 
Naor disclosed no details. 

The term “cluster bombs’' came 
during the cabinet meeting, Naor 
said in reply to a reporter's question, 
but he would not comment on 
whether the cabinet had discussed 
the U.S. State Department charge 
that Israel had violated the arms 
purchase agreement by having used 
cluster bombs at the height of her in- 
cursion inte southern Lebanon. 

In a surprise communique issued 
late last night the IDF spokesman 
conceded that Israel had used the 
weapon but noted that the bombs 
were deployed against artillery 
positions and field outposts which 
failed to stop gun and katyushe 
salvoes against settlements In 
northern Israel. 

Yesterday's cabinet reports by 
Weizman and Gur touched on the in- 
cident last week in which seven 
Israelis were fired on by the PLO 
after they crossed the cease- 
fire line south of Tyre. Only two 
managed to come back — a soldier 
hospitalized for a wound and a 
civilian now In custody. 

The PLO is known to be holding the 
bodies of four IDF soldlera and a sur- 
vivor taken prisoner. 

Military sources sald yesterday 
that the IDF had not been ap- 
proached formally about the PLO's 
deciared plans to exchange the 
bodies of the fallen and the missing 
man for terrorist priaoners, but in- 
dependent sources said that the 
International Red Cross was plan- 
ning to contact the army over the 
issue this morning. 

In his briefing to the press last 
night. cabinet secretary Naor said 
there was undoubtedly a connection 
between the tragic incident and dis- 
cipline in the IDF. 

Meanwhile South Lebanon was 
yesterday reported to be relatively 
quiet. There were minor shelling in- 
cidents which military sources 
described as insignificant. 

The army, it was learned, has been 
following up reports from southern 
Lebanon about terrorists coming up 
closer to the cease-fire lines es- 
pecially in the foothills of Mount Her- 
mon, overlooking the former Chris- 
tian border enclaves. 

Both Israel and UN military 
circles yesterday confirmed that a 
Norwegian UN contingent in that 
zone last week allowed PLO 
terrorists to approach the off-limits 
village of Kaukaba, although the 
Israelis and the UN termed the event 
as a mistake that was corrected im- 
mediately. The same sources said 
that the terrorists in their advance to 
WKaukaba had taken udvantage of a 
confusion the Norwegiana faced on 
taking over the village from the 
Swedes. The terrorists were subse- 
quently ejected from the village — 
though they reportedly remained on 
surrounding hilltops. 


Brown says CBUs ‘not a big issue’

WASHINGTON. — As long as the 
U.S. is certain that Israeli forces wil} 
be withdrawn from Lebanon, and as 
long as the withdrawal proceeds at a 
reasonable pace, Secretary of 
Defence Harold Brown does not see 
any reason for the U.8. to take action 
against Israe] on the arms-supply 
front. 

Brown was interviewed yesterday 
on the CBS-TV programme “Face 
the Nation."' He confirmed that 
Israel, had used cluster bombs 
(CBU) in South Lebanon and that 
their use may have been contrary to 
certain restrictions Israel had 
agreed to observe when it was sold 
these bombs. ᾿ 


“We are discussing this matter 
with Israel," he said, so that ‘‘we can 
be sure this agreement is upheld in 
the future. But it is not a big issue." 


The main thing, Brown stressed, is 
the situation in Southern Lebanon. It 
is a matter of ‘considerable con- 
cern,’ be said. Israel “‘was clearly 
reacting” to the Coastal Road terror 
raid, Brown said. He denied the U.S. 
was putting pressure on Israel. 
There are no plans, he said, to take 
any further action against Israel in 
addition to the report Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance submitted to 
Congress stating that there may 
have been a violatior of U.S.-Iaraeli 
defence assistance agreements. 


Sadat: Only U.S. can break deadlock 


CAIRO. — President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt yesterday ruled out any 
prospect of breaking the Middle East 
deadiock without active American 
support. 

In an Interview with "October" 
magazine, Sadat said that President 
Carter "15 a full partner in the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. He can achieve 
peace. Without the American role no 
peace in this area or in the world 
could be established." 

Sadat indicated that he was not 
terminating the direct contacts with 
Israel, saying, ‘I think it is my duty 
to be a little patient’’ with Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin. 

He said his peace inittative, in 
visiting Israel last November, 
appeared to have caught Begin un- 
prepared. He said he had heard this 
from several political leaders, both 
in Israel and in the U.S., who also 
sald that Begin did not imagine that 
such initiatives were possible and 
had therefore not prepared for 
peace. 

Sadat said that Begin might be try- 
ing to drag Egypt into side issues 
away from the main problem. ‘But I 
think it is my duty that we should 
keep patient a little and give him a 
chance to absorb the surprising in- 
itiative which exposed his intran- 
sigence.""

Travel agent held in 
forged tickets case 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A local travel 
agent was yesterday ordered 
remanded in custody for 12 days on 
suspicion of fraudulently making at 
ieast 11,350,000 from the sale of forg- 
ed TWA flight tickets. 

The agent, Yitzhak Aderet, is a 
broker for the Patra and Ti) travel 
agencies. Police said he had connec- 
tions with certain persons in the U.S. 
The alleged fraud and forgery were 
discovered when a messenger of 
Aderet's was caught by customs af- 
ficials entering the U.S. with a 
packet of forged TWA tickets 
stamped by an Israeli Travel Agen- 
cy but with no destination filled in, 
according to the police represen- 
tative in court. A preliminary in- 
vestigation by TWA showed that 
Aderet had made IL350,000 by the 
sale of forged tickets in the months 
of January and February alone, 
police said. 

Aderet did not agree to answer any 
questions after he was arrested on 
Friday. In court yesterday he denied 
the police allegations.

Special Pessah chicken subsidy dropped 


By YITZHAK OKED 
derusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The Ministry of 
Agriculture has cancelled the 
poultry subsidy of IL2.50 per 
kilogram it had instituted to lower 
the price of poultry for the Peaseh 

holiday. 

The special subsidy was cancelled 
because consumers were not enjoy- 
ing lower prices. Poultry Marketing 
Board head Ya'acov Doron teld The 
Jerusalem Post that a few butchers 
had lowered the price of poultry by 
about IL2 per kilogram, but this was 
not enough. He discounted reports 
that there is not enough poultry in 
stock and safd he does not see any 
reason for panic-buying. 

Doron said there is no fear of an 
egg shortage because egg farmers 
are still overproducing. 

All the chain stores are lowering 
. prices for the holidays, The Supersoi 

‘chain has decided to slash the prices 
of 1,000 items by 10 to 15 per cent and 
the Shekem chain has over 500 items 
at lower prices. The sale will last un- 
til April 27 and will include all the 
food and goods needed for the holi- 


day week, The Shekem aale will cut 
prices by 10 per cent or more plus the 
regular 12 per cent reduction at 
Shekem stores (open only to 
members of the Defence establish- 
ment and their families). 

The Vegetable Marketing Board 
has decided to lower the price of 
potatoes for the holiday to IL4 per 
kilo instead of ILS.

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Cubans reported preparing Ethiopia’s attack . 
Eritreans ready 
for peace talks 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — Eritrean 
guerrilla chief Ahmed Nasser 


yesterday offered peace talks to the | 


military rulers of Ethiopia, where 
thousands of battle-hardened 
Cubans are reported to be preparing 
for war in Eritrea. 

Tn an interview with Reuters, 
Nasser, head of the Eritrean Libera- 
tion Front-Revolutionary Council 
(ELF-RC), expressed readineas to 
discuss a negotiated end to the 17- 
year Eritrean war of independence. 

With an estimated 12,000 fully 
trained guerrillas, the ELF-RC is 
one of the two major groups fighting 
for the independence from Ethiopia 
of the strategic Red Sea province. 
Nasser's organization and the rival 
Eritrean People's Liberation Front 
(EPLF) have agreed to join forces. 

“Waris costly,” Nasser said. ‘It 
means killing people. It means 
destruction. It means economic dis- 
ruption. A peaceful solution would be 
in the interests of both Ethiopia and 
Eritrea. We are prepared to discuss 
it” 

Nasser said he believed there were 
trends in favour of granting Eritrea 
self-determination inside the ruling 
Ethiopian Military Council 
{Dergue). But he made it clear that 
the Eritreans were prepared to fight 

if Ethiopia decided on all-out war. 

“Now is the time to fulfil the 
national aspirations of the Eritrean 
people through a peaceful solution,” 
he said. ‘'But if they (the 
Ethiopians) opt for a violent solu- 
tion, they will find they cannot crush 
the Eritrean revolution."’ 

There are mounting indications 
that Ethiopia's rulers, with military 
support from Cuba and political 
backing from the Russians, plan a 
large-scale offensive against the 
Eritrean liberation movements. 


Aspokesman for the EPLF said in 
Rome on Friday thet hig group 
believed Ethlopia and its Cuban 
allies were about to launch a three- 

ged attack aimed at regaining 
control of Hritrea. 

An onslaught on the northern 

ice has been predicted ever 
since a Cuban-backed Bthiopian 
counter-offensive against Somali 
forces last March effectively ended 
the war in the Ogaden desert in 
southeastern Ethiopia. - 


U.S. President Carter has voiced 
concern about an estimated 17,000 
Cuban troops in Ethiopia who, he 
said, were prepsring for war with 
the Eritrean guerrillas. 

According to a U.S. government 
report last week, there is evidence 
that the Cubans are already involved 
in fighting the Eritreans. They con- 
trol most of the countryside and all 
but five towns. 

But Nasser cast doubt on present 
Cuban front-line involvement. “We 
have not discovered a single enemy 
body with Cuban identification 
papers,”” he said. 

He said the guerrillas were not 
prepared to budge from their 
declared aim of full independence 
from Ethiopia — which would lose its 
only outlets to the sea if the province 
broke lose. But access to the sea is 
negotiable once independence is 
agreed upon, he added.

Seventeen die in Thai border fighting 


BANGKOK (AP). — Cambodian 
soldiers supported by Thai Com- 
munist rebels attacked a Thai 
border village before dawn yester- 
day, killing 17 persons and burning 
houses and stores, border . patrol 
police here said. 

Fighting is still continuing in the 
area about 400 km. northeast of 
Bangkok, but police did not have 
details. It appeared to be one of the 
most serious incidents along the 
border in recent months. 

According to the police account, 
about 300 Cambodians and Thai 
Comrunists dttacked the village of 
Kruat with rifles and grenades, bur- 
ning down 50 houses and stores. 
Nine of the dead were border patrol 
policemen. 

About 200 of the 400 villagers were 
reported to have fled the area. There 
were no reports of abductions of the 


prparne In 
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villagers, something which has oc- 
curred along the border several 
times in the past few months. 


The Thai government has played 
down the border incidents in an ef- 
fort to reach normal relations with 
its Communist neighbour. Prime 
Minister Chomanan last 
week said he believed. the clashes 
were being instigated by Thai Com- 
mounists rather than Cambodians, a 
claim disputed by most Western 
analysts.

If the trenches 
around your trees and shrubs are 
still full of winter mulch (dry leaves, 
pine needies, ete.), remove this 
much and use it as the first layer in 
a new compost heap. Deepen and 
broaden. the trenches and remove all 
weeds to ready the trenches for plant 
food and watering. - 

Cacti. Not. every amateur gar- 
dener is a cactus lover, but there are 
many cactus collectora among 
Israelis and cactus corners in most 
private gardens and public parks.

The diameter of 
the cut surfaces of the stock and 
scion should be nearly the same. 

Use a clean sharp knife to cut the 
scion away from its roots. Then cut 
off the top of the stock plant, making 
sure that the diameters of the cut 
sections are as nearly the same 88 
possible, Slice away any rough 
edges, for the two parts must im- 
mediately fit flat together. Next 
step; stretch two rubber bands from 
under the bottom of the flower pot up 
over the top of the scion. These can 
be removed after the graft ‘‘sets'"’ — 
in about a month. The bands should 
not press the parts too strongly; too 
great a pressure can bruise the scion 
at the crown. ᾿ 

Try “easy going" kinds of cacti for 
a first grafting. After a successful 
start, continue with more species. A 
look into the florist’s collection will 
show you the many different 
possibilities, Cereus cacti of all kinds 
are very good base (stock) plants 
and the globe-shaped mammillarias 
and echinocacti provide good scions,

LUSAKA (OFNS). The 
rhinoceros, which has survived for 
70 millon years in various forms 
despite the depredations of man and 
nature, is now in very serious danger 
of being wiped out in perts of Africa. 

Like the price of ivory, the value of 
rhing horn has dramatically in- 
creased in recent years. Today it is 
worth about $170 a kilo, more than 
five times the 1975 price. 

The main markets are the Far 
East in particular, where rhino 
horns are erroneously believed to 
contain aphrodisiac properties, and, 
more recently, in the Middle East 
where they are said to be in demand 
as ornate carved handles for 
daggers. 

Unless urgent action is taken, the 
“price boom could herald the death 
knell of the rhino. In 1988, the 
number of rhino in Kenya's Tsavo 
National Park was put at 8,000. The 
approximate total for the whole of 
Benya was then estimated to be 11,- 


A similar survey of Taavo in 1976 
put the population at 2,500 and ea- 
timated the total in Kenya at 4,500, a 
decrease of 60 per cent in only elght 
years. A census last year suggested 
that the total may now be as low as 
1,800, though this figure may not be 
85 accurate as earlier ones, 

Nevertheless, statistics compiled 
by Ellis Monks in a recent issue of 
the excellent East African wildlife 


-tent of the slaughter which has been 
taking place. 

Customs and Excise statistics 
from 1969 to 1976 show that in those 
elght years 21,500 rhino horns 
weighing 25,574 kilos were exported 
from Kenya. Monks puts the average 
weight of a rhino horn at 2.1 kilos, 
meaning that in those years the horn 
weight exported was equivalent to 8,- 
585 rhinos. 


THE STATISTICS show that, con- 
trary to the fashionable belief, 
professional hunters accounted for 
very few of the killings. In Kenya in 
1972, for instance, only nine rhinos 
were shot on licence, although the 
record horn weight exported that 
year was equivalent to 3,000 rhinos. 

In Kenya's Meru National Park. 
Somali poachers are blamed for 
effectively destroying the country’s 
only public white rhino herd. The

Somali poachers are accredited 
with being responsible for much of 
the decimation of elephants and 
rhinos In East Africa. Last summer 
Somali poachers ambushed and ki}}- 
ed Ken Clarke, head of an anti- 
Poaching unit in Kenya, when he waa 
on patrol trying te protect rhinos. 

Not au of the rhino horns exported 
through Kenya originate in that 
country. In Uganda, since President 
Idi Amin came to power, the decline 
of the elephant population in parts of 
the country has been described as 
“catastrophic.” It 15 assumed that 
the rhinos in Uganda are suffering a 
similar fate. 


MUCH of the killing has occurred in 
northern Tanzania, the world’s most 
densely populated wildlife area. A 
report last year from the Tarangire 
National Park safd: ’’The rate for 
killing elephants and rhinos in this 
park is so high that the poachers are 
endangering the weil-being of these 
two animal species."” 

Between August and October 10 
last year 13 rhinos are known to have 
been killed by poachers in the 
Serengeti National Park. Then 
rangers captured seven members of 
ἃ gang, one armed with a high 
velocity rifle and the rest bows and 
arrows. If convicted they face prison - 
sentences of between seven and 14 
years as well as heavy fines. 

Somali poachers have been found 
as far south in Tanzenia as the 
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Ruaha National Park, some 80 kms 
from the Kenyan border. Today the 
game ranger, who normally patrols 
on foot, is Ol-equipped to deal with 
the modern poacher with four-wheel 
drive vehicles and high velocity 
rifles. On one oceasion, Tanzanian 
officials say, 8 helicopter from 
Kenya flew 200 kms into Tanzania to 
pick up game trophies from 8 
poachers" Camp. 


The decision by Kenya last 
December to order some 400 shops to 
stop selling wildlife curios to tourists 
is not much heip to the rhino, 
although {t will help other species 
Uke elephants, zebras and the cata. 
Rhino trophies are rarely sold in 
tourist shops. 


‘What is needed to help the rhinox 
in East Africa is more effective anti- 
poaching patrols and greater control 
at customs points to stop horns being 
“legalized” through customs export 
certificates obtained through bribes. 


ANOTHER useful starting point 
might be to publicize scientific proof 
that rhino horn is not an aphrodisiac. 
“Tf ἃ proved to have quite the op- 
posite effect that would he very 
useful,” said one scientist. The 
myth, it appears, derives in part 
from the fact that mating rhinos re- 
main coupled for between 29 and 82 
minutes. The rhino horn is also seen 
as ἃ phalle symbol. 

Secondly, there is obviously an 
urgent need, as is now being done 
with the African elephant by the 
World Wildlife Fund and inter- 
national Union for the Conservation 
of Nature, to conduct a thorough 
African rhino census. 

The rhino, looking like a throw- 
back to prehistoric times, is not a 
particularly timid animal but it is 
greatly inhibited by its short sight. 
The German explorer, Dr. 9. 
Baumann, wrote in his diary in 1892: 
“The rhinoceros is not very shy, and 
if the wind ig favourable, one can 
easily approach to within 80 paces, 
without disturbing him. To hit a 
rhinoceros at 30 paces you do not 
have to be a spectacular shot ..."" 

A wounded rhino, weighing up to 
1,000 kilos, might charge the hunter. 
But, observes Baumann nonchalant- 
ly, ‘the charging colossus is nearly 
blind and one step aside {s sufficient 
to make it miss and it charges past. 


Canada acts to cut immigration 


OTTAWA, — Tough new immigra- 
tion controls come into force in 

| Canada this month which could 
reduce the flow of immigrants into 
the.country by a third. 

For the first time, annual quotas 
for the number of immigrants to be 
allowed in will be drawn up by the 
federal goyernmert in congultation 
with the provincia] governments. 

Since World War II, Canada's im- 
migration policy has resulted in an 
average 142,000 immigrants annual- 


ly. Under the new quota system, the“ 


figure is expected to drop to an 
average of 100,000 people per year. 
This coincides with an official es- 
timate drawn up by a joint Senate- 
Commons committee in 1975 of the 


number of immigrants necessary to | 


‘offget the-declining- birth rate. . — - 


time of record unemployment and 
growing anti-immigrant feeling in 
Canada. The country’s umemploy- 
ment level is nearing one million and 
shows little sign of declining. Conse- 
quently, many Canadians resent im- 
migrants because of the alleged com- 
petition they offer for jobs. 


The facts, however, contradict this 
idea. People with Canadian 
citizenship come first in the queue by 
law for jobs in the public sector, at 
both federal and provincial level, 
while permanent residents who do 
not yet hold citizenship are con- 
sidered second. 


In practice, this means that many 
of the sought-after jobs in the public 
sector are virtually barred to non- 
citizens. This attitude tends to filter 
right down through the labour 
market, though there is no firm rule 
to give Canadian citizens priority. 

Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau 
has admitted that even with such a 
high unemployment rate there are 
still many jobs Canadians will not 
accept. These are the jobs that tend 
to be filled by immigrants who have 
not been permanent residents for the

In fact, im- 
migrants from India and Pakistan 
accounted for only 4.5 per cent of 
Canada's total intake in 1976, but all

In 1974 there was a public outcry, 
which nearly cost Prime Minister 
Trudeau the election that year, 
against the decision to admit 6,500 
Asians expelled by President Amin 
from Uganda. 

‘The new Act is at pains to avoidac- 
cusations of racism in the application 
of immigration limits and, for the 
first time, the law states that there 
will be no discrimination against 


applicants on grounds of race, 
national or ethnic origin, colour, 
religion or sex. The annual im- 
migrant quota will be a global level, 
with no question of a country-by- 
country quota heing 

Applicants with parents or close 
relatives in Canada will get top 
priority for an immigrant visa. 
Fiance(e)s are included in the family 
category and enjoy the same im- 
migration rights as husbands and. 
wives. 


OTHER applicants will have to sub- 
τοῖϊ toa points system based more on 
their work experience and less on 
educational qualifications than the 
previous system before being allow- 
ed to go to Canada as an immigrant. 

Students and temporary visitora 
will find. thelr opportunities for-stay- 
{ng permanently in Canada substan- 
tially reduced by the new Jaw. A 
foreign student hoping to gain a place 
at a Canadian university or college 
will have to apply outside the country 
and, if accepted, will only be able to 
change his course or institution when 
inside Canada with government ap- 
proval. 

There will also be tight control on 
the issue of temporary work permits 
for foreign students in Canada. 
Again, Canadian citizens and perma- 
nent residents will take priority in 
the part-time jobs queue, which is 
often long because of the number of 
Canadian students paying their way 
through college with part-time work. 

Although the new Act will um- 
donbtediy make immigration to 
Canada more difficult, it does 
categorically outlaw discrimination 
on any grounds, som: which 
was still theoretically legal under the 
old law, though it had been aban- 
doned in practice for many years.

Dance Workshop of San Francisco

Top badminton teams to meet

TEL AVIV. ~ The Israel Badminton 
League's two top first-division 
teams, Ashdod and Kiron- 
Givatayim, meet at Kiron tomorrow 
in a match that will decide the out- 
come of the 1977/78 championship ti- 
tle. 

With two matches to go, both clubs 
are stil] unbeaten and have 15 points 
from eight outings in the double 
round-robin competition.

While the premier division is in its 
second year — Ashdod are defe 
champions — the local badminton 
association is also running a new 
nine-team second division this 
season, including eight men’s teams 
and one women's, 

In the lower division, Pardes Han-

Fointe from five games. Next come 


Kiron-Givatayim ‘A'', unbeaten 
after four matches, head the 
southern section, followed by Ashdod 
“B" on six points. The women's 
selected have registered two vic- 
torles against their all-male opposi- 
tion, with such competition between 
men and women believed to be a new 
development in local sport. In the 
cellar are Ashkelon ‘‘A."" 

The Danish badminton club, 
Lindholm of Aalborg, scored 
overwhelming wins in all their three’ 
matches here against local players, 
during their recent 10-day visit as 
guests of the Ashdod and Pardes 
Hanna-Zichron Ya'akov clubs. 

The Danes beat a reinforced 
Pardes Hanna-Zichron side 20-3, 
with the hosts scoring their wins 
through Israel's two top players, 
Victor Yussim and Michael Schneid- 
man — both immigrants from Latvia 
— and 16-year-old Gadi itz. 


Against strengthened Ashdod teams, 
the guests triumphed 19-4 and 14-2. 
Thirteen-year-old Morocco-born 
Jacky Cohen, who has been playing 
badminton for less than a year, hada 
particularily impressive singles vic- 
tory for the losers.

TEL AVIV. — Every month an 
Israeli man sends his mother, who 
lives in Damascus, a bouquet of 
flowers. Two days before his historic 
visit to Jerusalem, President Sadat 
received a bouquet from an Israeli 
florist. 

The organization that manages to 
overcome barriers and borders, and 
to move flowers even into enemy 
countries, is Interflore, a world-wide 
clearing house of florists. Through 
its vast organization in 185 countries, 
it can supply flowers to individuals 


- almost everywhere. 


‘The president of Interflora, Louts 
Battinelli, yesterday concluded a 
short visit here. In an interview with 
The Post, he said that he had been 


following Israel's development in the .

flower trade. “‘Althou; 
young country you have progressed 
in this field more than many older 
countries. If in the past there was 
something to be said concerning the 
price and the quality of your flowers, 
since this January there has been an 
improvement on both accounts." 
Battinelli is also the president of 
the New York City florist shop 
Adolph Le Moult & Son. He believes 
that America is a vast market for 
Israeli growers and that they will be 


able to export flowers if they con- 
tinue sending high-quality merchan- 
dise at competitive prices. 

He sald that in an American flower 
shop customers are only interested 
in the condition of the flowers and 
that the price is right. They do not 
care too mouch about the origin of the 
flowers. 

“Of course, if a Jewish customer 
comes in we will not hide the fact 
that we are carrying flowers from 
Taraet,” he emphasized. 

Battinelli explained that Interflora 
is divided Into three groups, world- 
wide. The American and Japanese 
group is called the Florist Trans- 
World Delivery Association (F.T.D.j 
and includes all the countries in 
North, Central and South America, 
plus Japan. . 

The British organization, called 
simply the "British Group,'' In- 
cludes the United Kingdom and all 
the countries of the Commonwealth, 
other African and Asian countries 
and islands in the Pacific. 

The third group is called Eleurop 
and includes all European countries, 
including Eastern European coun- 
tries, except for Russia. Israel and 
the neighbouring countries are also 
members of Fleurop. 

Giora Avidor, the local Interflora 
head, told The Post that when peace 


comes he hopes that Israe] will be 
able to become the regional clearing 
house of Enterflore. 

Interflora wes organized in 1946 
and it accepts 85 members only the 
best flower shops. 

Because the organization's 
business is so large and encom- 
passes the world, it had to create a 
specia] currency for its transactions. 
It 5 called a fleurin and is pegged to 


-one of the most stable currencies in 


the world, the Swiss franc. Interflora 
has 43,000 members all over the 
world. 

‘To continue being the biggest 
retailing outlet in the world, 
Interflora must constantly bring new 
ideas. Battinelli said that in 
December the organization will start 
promoting three standardized 
products, which can be ordered 
anywhere in the world, 

The first is a simple bouquet called 
International Arrangement Number 
One, the second is called "planted 
arrangement,’’ which Includes 
flowers and different greens In a 
special arrangement. The third item 
will be a flora cheque in different 
denominations. This will be a un- 
iform cheque which can be purchas- 
ed anywhere in the world, and sent to 
any country which has Interflora 
outlets.

THE GOVERNMENT, and the shipping companies, have been 
victorious in their fight with the seamen's unions; the merchant 
marine sailing under the Israel flag is at sea once more. 

It is not as yet clear what the price of this victory has been; 
and whether it does not come close to being 8 pyrrhic victory 
given the astronomical] losses of the shipping companies during 
the 79-day strike. 

If order has indeed been restored to the merchant marine, 
which had descended to near anarchy, the price may have been 
worthwhile. In any case the praise heaped upon Minister bes 
Transport Meir Amit at yesterday's Cabinet session seems to 
well deserved: he is the first Minister who has dared to stick to 
his guns through such a strike, despite repeated advice that he 
give in and cut the companies’ losses. 

There is a danger that there will now be an attempt to 
transmit the heady lessons of the seamen's strike to the ἘΠῚ Al 
situation. That would be regrettable, indeed, for the determina- 
tion of both sides to stick to their guns in keeping ἘΠῚ Ai closed 
can only result in a loss in money and in Israel's good name that 
will be many fold greater than the tens of millions that have 
gone up in smoke in the merchant marine. 

Mr. Amit and the new Ei Al management have crossed their 
Rubicon by carrying out their threat to close down the airline in 
response to the next wildcat strike. The point having been made 
and the credibility of the oft-made, but never before im- 
plemented threat having been established, it would now seem to 
be the path of greater wisdom for the ἘΠ Al management to seek 
out the more reasonable leaders of the unions to impress them 
with the message that their purpose is not to break the unions, 
but to establish a reasonable sense of order in the.company. 

Aviation is one of Israel's more sophisticated industries. Sure- 
ly, it should be possible for the men who head the national air- 
line and those who fly its planes to sit down together to work out 
the sort of compromise agreement that would result in any case 
after a long and ruinous shutdown. 

A good part of the problem in Ἐ:Ὶ Al stems from the breakdown 
of trust between management and employees. There is little 
doubt that nothing less than the shock treatment of a total shut- 
down was needed to bring tne anarchic forces in ΕἸ Al to their 
senses, although it is debatable whether now was the best time 
to resort to that tactic. 

But there are more moderate forces on both sides in the El Al 
dispute. Now is the time for them to come to the fore, One would 
hope that Mr. Amit perceives as his function the re- 
establishment of sufficient trust between these elements to per- 
mit them to negotiate a new deal for labour relations in El Al 
now rather than after the company has gone down the drain.

No wonder America has failed to 
face with all due seriousness the 
total threat of the world’s most im- 
placable enemy of freedom. Nor is it 
likely to under the administration of 
President Carter. 

When it comes to flattering 
tyrants, Mr. Carter is without equal.

the President acclaimed 
Fugoslavia'’s Communist dictator as 

“one of the worid's greatest 

for freedom" — Tito, who not only 
Suppresses freedom of speech and 
pregs, but who espouses an ideology 
which denies the very concept of 
freedom.
